In 1970 Lord T:ornsyeroft and other Tories held a necting at which extreme Powel lite 
views predominated. Anticipating opposition, the organicérs sikca Mr Lesley Vavgiar, 
wio ran & private detective agency from 108c, Commercial 3d., Cout tampton, to arranzg: 
security for tie meeting. Mr Vaugian bad a record of nezi wweivity, including membership 
of Dr David Brown's National Democratic Party, dating from 1961. It led hin eventuaily 
to become a found: meibex of Column £8. By 1970, using the pseudonym Rictarl baller 
within the nazi underground, Le tad become Column 88's security officer. 

Vaugian was tnc son of a former diplomat wiose postings included Moscow and wro 
certainly tad closs connections with British Intelligence. Vaugran himself Lad many 
acquaintances in influential positions. ne claims to Lave spent ris military service as 
a Royal Marine bandsman but there is evidence indicating tiat Le Lad connections with 
S.I.S. ( tum overseas arm of British Intelligence) and blat Le was wounded in a border 
escapade very similar to biat which befell tue fictional “Jim Predo! in Join Le Carreis 
novel "Tinker Taylor, Soldier, Spy" and whic resulted in á similar bu let-wound secar 
to tiat wici "Jin Predo'was described as carrying.

They include the xtreme reactionary 
aristocratic landowning 7^] family ( the family name of Lord Salisbury) wio own tens 
of thousands of acres nct only in Britain but also in Kenya end Zimbabwe ( whose capital 
city is, at present, named after the family). Tier are known to support tue Monday Club, 
formed in 1961 by Grice end other Right Wing extremists cs a reaction to MacMillan's 
"Wind of change" policy. The family maintained tuis support after the death of the former 
Lord Salisbury in 1972 end one member worked in tue Piccadilly offices of the Anglo- 
Riodesian Society, BERS Cd 

&nother of Vaugian's friends is Lord Savernake, related tc the Marouess of Aylesbury. 

Vaughan is also on friendly terms with Roddy Llewellyn, Princess Margaret's notorious 
gigolo, wo skares extremist reactionary and racist vice, Llewcllyn and Vaugtan met in 
1976 at a hotel outside Marlborough, Wilts, to discuss fund raising for the illegal 
Smith regime in Zimbabwe and planne a local fete in tiat cause. It is known tiat Princess 
Margaret neld very reactionary views before Ler affair with Llewellyn: in the 1960s on a 
tour of tne U.S.&. she met and gave moral support to Garry Allen, leading member of the 
fascist Join Bircn Society and more recently revealed Ler views on the Irisn by publicly 
calling them pigs. In tiis respect she follows very much in tne footsteps of Ler uncle, 
tiie Duke of Windsor wio was among tue "List of 50* top traitors prepared to more tian 
collaborate with tre nazis in tueir proposed subjection of the British people. In 1937 
ue Leld talks with the German N.S.D.A.P. ( nazi party), videnu fnthLony Blunt was sent to 
rescue, It would tave proved very embarrassing to tue royal family Lad records of tre 

talks survived. It is probable tiat the abdication tad little to do with Mre Simpson and 
more to do wits, rool embarrassment and was, in any case, regarded only as temporary by 
tue Duke of Windsor wuo expected a nazi victory over Britain to restore Lis crown, 

It would seen tiat botu Vaugian and Llewellyn are now immune from arrest. In 1976 
enquiries about Llc;ellyn were being controlled by a senior Lore Office C.I.D. officer 
wso lives in Sussex. Tiat year Somerset drugs squad called off & raid on a Bath restaurant 
called the Parsen Sally, an establisiment tiat Lad connections with Llewellyn. Statements 
made by some teenagers .ad led the drugs squad to make enquiries about the place, but as 
they were about to raid, a certain famous figure was sen leaving by car, unaccompanied 
by Ler usual security men. So tue embarrassed police called off tue raid

In a communique dated 2/3/77, Column 88's fourti unit referred to tic relationship 
between some serving army officers ( probably no more than 5 or 6) and themselves.

(National Socialist Movement and Greater Britain Movement) members wio form Column 86's 
cadre corps lave nearly all sad either service training or previous para-nilitary 
experience. 138 members passed throug. tne G.B.M. and up to 364 trrough the M(8.M. 
making about 450 in all, allowing for some who passed trough both. It is believed tiat 
about 40 or 50 of these save been recruited by Column 88. Some of tuese were ex-commandos 
like Webb and Ling, others para-troopers or R.N. men like rugLes. 

By 1970-71 former N.S.M. members like Sparkes and Vaugian were starting to re-appear 
in Territorial army and Cadet units. By 1974 tue N.F. and B.M. were openly urging their 
members to join sue: wits, Tn tic Birmingisa area alone tuere Lave been 16 KNOWN 
cases of such infiltration since the middle of 1975 involving N.F., B.M. and K.K.K, 
supporters, entering a total of four units including two N.F. members, Cox and Lamilton, 
wio infiltrated tie 223T.À. S.i.. reserve unit based at Kingstanding. Therefore when 
"Searciligit" journalists discovered Column 88 training with cadets and T.A. men at 
Pewsey in Wiltsiire tuey were not surprise’.

member. The League of St. George is tue main nazi political force in the region. 

LONDON Tue major group Lere is tie 11th nour Brigade" wich Las 26 attacks to its credit 
in London, Brigiton end otier sections. It is composed almost exclusively of B.M. mambirs. 
SOUTL WALES Tue group near Cardiff is run by B.M. members, some of whom rave trained 
with Column 88 in Deron and Snowdonia where Column 88 runs a "Civil Defence“ project. 
NIWCASTL} Despite tie gaoling of 2 N.F. members on bombing charges, it is accepted tiat 
the nucleus of a terrorist group still exists. 

MIDLANDS Despite the Rod Roberts-nervey Stock arms hoard case, there is evidence tiat 

in 1978 the members of tie Column were training around Claverly on the Bridgnorth road. 
however since Midlands members are rarely invited to functions in other areas it is 
presumed tiat the national leaderstip consider them to be below normal 88 standards of 
stficscnom, 

NORI} WALES There is documentary evidence to show that Column 88 has been training -regul= 
arly at several sites in North Wales. One document contains a communique signed by B.M, 
and L.0.9.G. members. 
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SOUIL COAST There tas been considerable activity since 1977 with members often trav- 
_elling long distances to exercises. In early 1978 a senior nazi, who Lad run a major 
group in the 60s, hosted a meeting on the South Coast. It was attended by 88 and B.M. 
menbers wio discussed a full training programme and planned the Crediton camp, in 

. which Banks assisted initially.

PART HIGHT: ThE LAW IN BRITAIN TODAY 


Under the Public Order Act of 1936 it is illegal to take part in, the control, naint- 
ainance or funding; or to assist in the operation of, a para-military or quasi military 
formation. Under the same ict it is illegcl to wear a uniform for political purposes, 
It is an offence to steal a firearm or ammunition; or to own either without a licence. 
It is an offence to make, distribute, send, plant or assist in the production and 
placing of any explosive substence or device. It is an offence to possess materials to 
be used in the construction of explosive devices.. It is an offence to drill or train 
people for political purposes. It is illegal to committ arson, assault, murder and 
affrays. It is an offence to assist terrorist organisations, to recruit for or supply - 
to organisations like tue U.V.F.. It is an offence to bring people into this country 
against the immigration laws, even more so when those people are German, French or 
American terrorists ( or terrorists of any other.nationality). It is an offence to pass 
information to the secret intelligence services of foreign countries like South gerne 
Chile and Argentina, It is an offence to make, secure, tandle or deal in false parers 
ports; to inport gas guns or to conspire to do any of the foregoing.

No hitler birthday parties 
or training camps iave been raided by police, no terrorist groups have been outlawed. 
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The split inthe NE 

Tuere is a great deal of confusion over 
tne current split in the National Front | 
and so we attempt nere to clarify some of 
tne reasons for the split. 

The newly formed and well financed 
faction calling itself the "Constitutional 
Movement" is still a part of the National 
, Front. It was formed by a group of wealtny 
N.F, members who controlled the ie miei of 
N.F. Properties Ltd., 

They did not force an opm Saks with 
tue leadership before tie general election 
last year so tiat they could not be 
blamed for the N.F.'s disastrous fortunes 
nte the polls. After that they felt free 
to attack Martin Webster and Lis followers. 

During the earlier split (1974-75) wunen 
the "Left" nazis parted company with tie 

N.F. to form tne now defunct National 
Party, tiose "left" nazis rad received 
some support from Webster. The "left" 
nazis sought to gain popular working 
class support by exploiting issues such as 
unemployment ( C.F. feudal"socialism" as 
deserbed in the Communist Manifesto). This 
trend is often designated Strasserrism or 
"National" Bolshevism within the fascist 
movement. 

There are strong indications tiat in 
Marci 1978 Webster was making contact with 
some of those wio Lad split away with the 
National Party, many of whom were now 
involved in tLe newly formed Wessex Study 
Group, including Pirie and Rictard Lawson 
the former editor of "Britain First#. These 
men were known to be friendly with Webster. 

Naturally the big landowners who 
dominate the N.F. were aware of a contra- 
diction of their class interests in Web- 
ster's attempt to gain popular working 
class support. Men like Fountaine, Wright, 
Forsytne-Grant and Kavanagh obj ected 
strongly because, they said, tiey feared 
that suc tactics would frigiten way the 
' middle classes. After the election results 
even Tyndall joined the attack against 

Webster on tiis theme in an article in 
` "Spearhead", 

Altnough mucu has been made of Webster's 
blatant iomosexuality, tiis was never the 
"Constitutional Movenent"'s main objection. 
Obviously the puritans within their ranks 
were offended but tuere are too many 

-pomesexuals in tie N.F. altogretier,’ includ- 
ing the "Constitutional Movement" for then’ 
to split tne N.F. for tiat reason alone 
The real main reason was tie black-mailing 
Lold tiat Webster Las over Tyndall and 


hence over the Leadership sex direction 
of the N.E, 

Wiilst Tyndall was idis the U.S.A. 
last year, Fountaine attempted to persuade 
the N.F. Directorate to dismiss Webster. 
Tyndall feared tiat this was an attempt 

by Fountaine to seize tie leadership 
and es soon as he returned he reinstated 
Webster. Tyndall was also desperate that 
Webster should not be provoked into dis- 
closing everything that he knew about 
Tyndall's activities in tie 1960s to the 
police, ( most of the N.F. know only too 
well tiat Webster subsidises Lis meagre 
N.F. salary by selling bits and pieces 
of information to Special Branch officers). 
It was after this tiat the Constitutional 
Movement was founded within the N.F. 

Then to add a little confusion the 
Britis: Peoples Party was formed. 

In the previous split Tyndall iad won 
the battle for tne N.F. mainly in London 
and tue Midlands wiic:. boti proved to be 
strongLolds against Strasserism, In tiis 
split the Constitutional Movanent rad 
already won the London N.F. and the Mid- 
lands tad become a marginal battleground. 
The influential anthony Reed nerbert of 
Leicester split from Tyndall to deny kim 
influence over Midlands members tiat Le 
would Lave Lad if tite wrangle, rad been 
purely internal to tnc N.F. herbert also 
created, by tis split, an external base for 
tne C.M., if it lost the internal N.F. 
struggle. In February 1980 the B.P.F. 
cianged its bame to tue British Democratic 
Party. 

Tyndall tien found himself challemged 
by a powerful faction of old isrdened and, 
within tucir own movement, respected nazis, 
as old and crafty as iimself. Webster was 
blackmailing iim and Le was facing pressure 
from tie underground nazi Column 88 and 
tpe League of St George ( See Scarciliglt!s 
publication of a letier from Doyle - of 88- 
to Verrell). So last autumn Le asked the 
N.F. 4.G.M. for absolute powers and was 
refused. Next Le asked his Directorate, 

wiicu included no C.M. members to give

This article is part of a continuing 
series on the ristory of private landowner- 
Ship, the growth of the private landowning 
class and its reasons for resorting to 
the support of fascist coups waen threatened 
by land reforms. 

In tie last part we ended with the 
growtu of the woollen industry in Britain, 
the enclosure movement turning peasants 
off of tie land and tie capitalist system 
in embryonic form. “he old rigid feudal 
systan was breaking down and new classes 
were arising. In tue towns wool merciants 
wits. tue capital to do so, or who could 
borrow the capital from the new Lombardy 
bankers, began to gain economic control 
over tue wiole process of woollen cloth 
production. Tiiey would buy wool from the 
wealtiy feudal landlords wio were turning 
tueir peasants off of tie land in order to 
keep sheep, or from the new class of 
small yeoman farmers who owned or rented 
tueir land privately and «employed their 
servants as wage labourers, not tied serfs 
with rigits to the land. Then the nercrants 


would take the unspun wool in turn to tie 


fullers, bleachers, dyers, spinuers and 
weavers in their own cottages, paying cach 
for tieir service. Eventually they began to 
assemble all tuese workers togetLer under 
one roof - in factories where the whole 
process of turning raw wool into cloth for 
export was completed and the formerly 
independent craftsmen were now employed 

by the merciants as wage labourers in the 
factories. 

The rigidity of the feudal class system 
received another blow wuen henry 7th, 
after tuc devasting civil wars of tue roses 
consolidated tne power of the monarchy by 
destroying that of tue barons. Laws were 
passed banning the private armies of 
retainers of the great lords ( tiese Lad 
been the basis of the feudal armies) and 
special secret courts, tne Courts of the 
Star Camber were founded to deal with 
rebellious nobles. 4lso crippling taxes 
were imposed upon tie aristocracy, It was 
tLe advent of gunpowder, with which feudal 
forts and catles could easily be destroyed, 
tiat made all this possible, 

TLen came the discovery of the inericas 
and opportunities for adventurers to go 
and find fortunes in the new world, robbing 
gold from the natives or trading in tobacc 
or slaves.

TLe feudal class structure could not stand tiis pressure and began to decay. New 
classes of capitalists, private aiterprise adventurers, urban workers arose, as well 
ss an army of beggars - former peasants who Lad been turned off of their land. New 
. poor laws were written which forced most of these dispossessed vagabonds to accept 
ksing bound, like slaves, to urban employers. Tue penalties for refusal were Very 
sadistic, 

in spite of nery 7ti's taxes, by the reign of henry 8th the monarciy was once 
again virtually . .i,% bankrupt. The break witu the chucch of ‘Rome and tue dissolution 
of tie monasteries permitted nenry 8th to sell, ag privately owned land, vast 
estates tiat Lad belonged to tLe crure, and thus redeem jig Zinaneial situation. Tius 
when Brendan Beran asserts tiat tue church of Ingland is based on the love life of 
teary Sti, Le is not quite accurate ~ it also owes something to tenry Stu's empty: 
purse, Tiis greatly increased the new class of private landowacrs, some small 
yeoman and others, many former feudal lords wio rad the wealts to buy the land, as 
abeslute owners of vast estates, These private landowners Lad the best of all worlds. 
TLey nad the power end authority in their locality, over. tueirtenants ond emp Loy ces 
„Of the feudal lords ( even if buey no longer sad the military power to ciallenge the 
monarciy) without any of tie social obligations to tueir tenants and employees tiat 
tue feudal lords had lad. Many invessed in the newly growing urban industries. imong 
tLe newly growing urban capitalist class, the proof of raving atteined REAL wealtl 
was tie ability to buy an estate and become a landowner, 

Tiis new class of private landowners was soon ctallenging for power within the 
state, The Tudor monarchs encouraged it as a counter to tue formerly powerful purely 
feudal aristocrats but it was resisted, particularly in the predominantly Catiolic 
North of Ingland, from wusre tie Pilgrimage of Grace (a protest at tie dissolution of 
the monasteries) originated. : 

Eventually, 25 under tue less progressive Stewart monarcis, this class te 
cLallenged the monarciy itself, trying to destroy all tse old feudal ties and restriot- 
ions which impeded its accumulation of woalt!. In particular they refused to pay any 


taxes imposed by the monarciy but not éndorsel by their own assembly of spokesmen: =. 


Parliament. This resulted in the civil war and the miliary defeat of tie monarcly. 
fue ney class of private landowners called upon tis urbun capitalists and urban workers 
to suppor them in opposing feudal monarctist autocracy, The urban workers were pleased 
to Go tiis, but in the process of tue war became conscious of their own potential 
military streagth and the illogicality of riskiag their lives figiting feudal 
autocracy oüly to leave tLenselves slaves at te end of it to the new avaricious 
private landowners and bourgeois ( i.e. urban) aanufacturing capitalists. They began 
vo express tueir own political aspirations in a movcmert known as the Levellers. The 
strengti of the Levellers so terrified the class" of private landowners and the 
bourgeois manufacturers tat eventually tiey were Lappy: to compromise with their 
former enemies. The Restoration of tne Monarety vas tis: result of tiis compromise. 
Tue monraciy was allowed to return, with FULL CONTROL UF THE ARMED FORCES so long as 
it agréed to support tie now trotestant private landowiers. against tie Catholic 
feudalists. Tue private landowners were still powerful enough in the time of James 2nd 
to force the abdication of tue monarch because oF jis sympathies for the feudalistic 
Catiolics. i ; 

however tie feudalists did not disappear entirely end continued to oppose the 
Protestant monarchy for many years, especially from tij. North of England and from 
Scotland, wLeretie pre-feudal clan system still domineted in tue higLlends, This 
eystem imposed even more social obligations on tie Ln nd of tue clan ( who in no way 
was considered to be the owner of tie land occupi.à by Lis clan, but merely 
Manager in ciicf on betalf of the whole family) and wes somewt t akin to the old — 
communal tribal system. Tic resistance of the fede 3 and clansmen culminated in 
the 1745 rising of Bonnie Prince Crarlie, the Young Pretender against the Protestant 
uanoverian monarciy and was totally annililated at tie battle of Culloden. After 
Siis all remnants of feudalistic Catiolic support was ruthlessly sought out and
